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You will be interested in the attached copy of a letter from 
Ray Thurston. 

Messrs. Oreene and Boater have seen. It was Jerry's opinion 
that no further action by the Department was needed. However, I 
doubt that we should merely let this natter proceed wholly in Defense 
channels (at least as far as the Washington end is concerned). 
Therefore, if you agree, I would like to make some discreet inquiries 
through Oeneral Guthrie to see if we can have a look at the documents. 
May I have your advice?

I refer to your latter of January 6 oonoeralng the discuosiori 
between tba Secretary and General Nora tad about the possibility of 
tha litUr'i taking oartaln Military aotlona In hi* araa with an 
sye to the Barlln situation and Sovlat lnteationa. 

I can aasura yon that this is a problem which Norstad ia giving 
priority attantlon. In order to prapara for meaningful action in 
this field, hs askad JC3 to sand a team of experts who are i*>w in 
Pari 9 working with eelecte* of fi cars of KDOOM and SHAPE on a U.S. 
basis. In response to a raquaat aarliar this week from General 
Twining, Norstad yesterday "«nt to tha JCS tow highlights from th« 
report which is in praparatlon giving examples of tha kinds of 
poseihle aotlona that might be takan. Thasa ara divided into thr»o 
categories, according to tha situation aa it May daralop. Category A 
is tha praaant altuation, Category B activities would b* takan in 
rasponaa to inaraaaad Soviet pressure, and Category C daalo with tU 
stago aftar the Soviets would turn ovar thalr Barlln responsibilities 
to the GDR. I eesumc that you hava means of obtaining tha NoruUd 
progress report from tha JCS, so T shall not go into details here 
except to say that tha Military actions envisaged range all tne way 
from such psycho logical neaauree as leave cancellations to redeploy- 
nent of our forces in Qamany to constitute a task force In the 
Marlenburg area where tha autobahn to Berlin orosaea tha present 
boundary between Kaat and West Germany. 

If you do hare difficulties in obtaining from tha JCS tha praaant 
progress report and thoae which will shortly- fallow, please let no 
know ami I shall endeavor to remedy the defloiemoy.
